Premier Says England Has Withdrawn 
Her ‘Entire Force’ From Andalsnes, 
Main Landing Center; Allies’ Fleets 
Reported In Eastern Mediterranean

LONDON, May 2—Prime Minister Chamberlain today an­ 
nounced the withdrawal of “ the whole of our forces from An­ 
dalsnes without losing a single m an/’ abandoning any idea of 
taking German-occupied Trondheim from the south. 
Andalsnes was the main landing point, of Britain’s expedi­ 
tionary forces in the lower central part of Norway. 
At the same time he told the hotise of commons that the 
British and French battle fleets are in the eastern basin of the 
Mediterranean on their way to Alexandria. Egypt. 
T he G erm an high command earlier In the d a y had reported Ila 
troops within 25 miles of Andalsnes and said opposing forces w ere in 
"head over heels” flight. 
Chamberlain said that “Germ an local air superiority" had mad© It 
Impossible to land “the artillery and tanks which would he necessary 
to enable our troops to withatand the enemy drive from the south." 
He said the troops were withdraw n “ under the very nose* of th©
